Because of the book “‘Anna and 
the King of Siam,’’ and the movie 
based on it, many Americans are 
well aware that King Mongkut, 
interested in Western ways and 
stirred by President Lincoln's 
great character, was distressed to 
learn that Mr. Lincoln possessed 
no elephants. The King could 
not imagine how any nation 
could carry on business with- 
out elephants. He addressed 
himself, through a letter written 
for him by the English teacher 
engaged by him to instruct the 
royal children, and offered a gift 
of three elephants. They were to 
be brood stock from which Mr. 
Lincoln might begin to raise, for 
himself, and for all American 
presidents to follow him, a suit- 
able herd of official elephants. 
President Lincoln replied: 


President’s Reply 

“I appreciate most highly Your 
Majesty’s tender of good offices 
in forwarding to this government 
a stock from which a supply of 
elephants might be raised on our 
soil. This government would not 
hesitate to avail itself of so gen- 
erous an offer if the object were 
one which could be made prac- 
tically useful in the present con- 
dition of the United States. Our

In addition to UNESCO there 
are many United Nations agen- 
cies which have accomplished 
much that is good. .By now we 
ought to know there is no plot 
to fly the U.N. flag over our own.

Knowland 
Asks Publie 
Works Plan 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 (UP)— 
Senate GOP Leader William F. 
Knowland said today that Con- 
gress should not become a “‘rub- 
ber stamp” for President Eisen- 
hower in considering public works 
projects designed to help end the 
business recession. 

He said continuing federal rec- 
lamation projects and other pub- 
lic works at normal levels would 
help ‘‘combat unemployment” and 
reduce any need for ‘another 
WPA” such as was set up in the 
depression thirties. 

HIGHWAY CUT-BACKS 

Knowland made the statement 
at a news conference as admin- 
istration sources disclosed that 
Secretary of Commerce Sinclair 
Weeks was studying possible 
ways of preventing a possible cut- 
back in the multi - billion dollar 
federal highway program. 

It also was revealed that the 
Budget Bureau had lifted a 630 
million dollar ceiling on Army 
Engineers public works projects. 
However, the bureau also ordered 
the engineers to exert every ef- 
fort to hold spending under the 
program ‘“‘to the practicable min- 
imum.” 


REDUCTION PROPOSAL 


Knowland, who said a “‘size- 
able” public works program was 
one way of combatting unemploy- 
ment, noted that the President 
had proposed a sharp reduction 
in such programs next year to 
free money for the accelerating 
defense program. 

He also said he was confident 
that the administration would 
recognize the ‘advisability’ of 
keeping federal public works pro- 
grams at a higher level than that 
recommended by the budget. 

But if it doesn’t, Knowland said, 
Congress should “‘exercise its in- 
dependent judgment” and rein- 
state parts of the program. He 
said Congress “‘historically . 


has often deviated” from admin- 
istration recommendations and 
that it should not become a “rub- 
ber stamp” now. 

The GOP leader said both Con- 
gress and the administration 
should ‘“‘take into consideration’”’ 
the job - making possibilities of 
such programs. 

The President’s budget ruled 
out any new reclamation starts 
in the 12 months beginning July

Wilson Brooks and Ralph 
McClelland, who had favored the 
original idea, agreed. 

“They (police) were promised 
a pay raise by the city but they 
didn’t give it to them,” Smith 
argued in favor of the measure.

The mayor hotly protested leg- 
islation for police and declared 
it would cost $500,000.

The American Farm Bureau Federation plans to 
back a national farm program of lower price supports 
and greater acreage allotments, the president of the 
national farm organization said in Atlanta Friday. 


However, the program would 
hurt the small “unproductive’’ 
farmer, Charles B. Shuman, 
AFBF president, admitted. 

Lower price supports and larg- 
er acre allotments are included 
in the Eisenhower administration 
farm plan for 1959. 


In Atlanta for a planning con- 
ference with Dixie Farm Bureau 
leaders, Shuman said his organi- 
zation was ‘‘very unhappy” about 
the bogged down acreage reserve 
program.

But he said Farm Bureau had 


no immediate answer” to get- 


in the program. The cotton acre- 
age reserve was suspended short- 
ly after it opened in January 
when funds ran out. 

“Prorating acreage reserve 
funds may be one answer,” he 
said. “‘But it’s a little late to start 
thinking about that. And I don’t 
think Congress is going to appro- 
priate any more money. I just 
don’t know what the solution is.”’ 

Although Farm Bureau support- 
ed the original soil bank pro- 
gram, Shuman said the organiza- 
tion was disappointed with the 
way it had been administered. 

“The acre reserve phase of the 
soil bank merely takes one crop 
out of production with the possi- 
bility of having another compet- 
ing crop planted on the same 
land,” he said. 

SMALL FARMS 

Concerning the GOP-proposed 
farm program, Shuman said the 
plan probably will aid the larger 
farms and work to the detriment 
of the smaller ones. 

“By small farms I mean unpro- 
ductive small farms,” he empha- 
sized. 

“Any government program will 
hurt this type farm,’ Shuman 
said. 

John Duncan, Georgia Farm Bu- 
reau president, said he didn’t 
know how the state farm organi- 
zation would stand on the farm 
plan proposal. 

“We'll want to put & up to 
the Georgia Farm Bureau mem- 
bers and see what they want to 
do. That’s how we'll decide on 
(the farm plan),” Duncan said.

Surely administration leaders cannot 
be serious about erecting age limits as a 
barrier to admission to units of the Uni- 
versity System. 

Their bill setting 21 as the age limit 
for gaining initial admittance to colleges 
and undergraduate schools and 25 for 
graduate and professional schools would 
rule out all beyond the arbitrary limits 
except those judged to be of “unusual 
ability and fitness.” 

The proposal is so unrealistic it bor- 
ders on the ridiculous. 

Does it mean, for instance, that a 
veteran of the armed services would be 
denied a college education unless he is 
some sort of an advanced whiz kid? Does 
it rule out youths who had to work a 
few years after high school in order to 
raise enough money to go to college? 

While the University System’s effort 
to raise standards for admission to crowd- 
ed institutions is justified, the bill to in- 
ject age limits into the picture is grossly 
unfair. It could have the effect of denying 
many potentially capable students the 
opportunity which by law should be 
theirs. 

If this proposal is aimed at strength- 
ening the pattern of segregation, it is 
indeed a weird way to go about it. 

The old adage says you can’t teach an 
old dog new tricks. Certainly the same 
yardstick should not be applied to youths 
in their early 20s.

Now Two ‘Unions’ Vie 
In Volatile Middle East 


Iraq and Jordan have formed a union. 
It is free of Communist support. It offers 
to Arab nations a refuge from the em- 
pire which Egypt has begun under what 
amounts to totalitarian direction, with 
Syria and Egypt as members. 

Iraq is easily the most progressive 
and honestly governed of all the Arab 
states. Much of its money, obtained from 
oil, has gone to the people. Irrigation 
projects, dams and land reclamation have 
brought much benefit to her citizens. 

Prime Minister Nasser has, in con- 
trast, allowed the ruling class in Egypt 
to do most of the benefitting. Syria was 
equally corrupt in exploiting her own 
people. 

Much will now depend on what Saudi 
Arabia does. Her sympathies do not lie 
With Egypt. She, would prefer to join 
Iraq and Jordan. But this would take a 
decision so difficult as to be almost im- 
possible. 

The oldest feud in the Arabian penin- 
sula is between the Hashemite and Saud 
families. Iraq and Jordan..are ruled by 
the Hashemites. 

“ Ibn Saud, son of the great desert war- 


sula in the years after the first world 
War, is not so unrelenting in his hates as 
his father. But for him to join the Hashe- 
mites would be hard. He, too, has piti- 
lessly neglected his people. The Saud fam- 
fly is reckless in authority and utterly 
without any feeling for the rights of even 
the citizens of their own’ country. For 
the time being it likely will remain aloof.

City Businessmen Say 
‘Yes’ on Fluoridation 


One would hardly accuse the direc- 
tors of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
of radicalism, communistic leanings or 
youthful exuberance. 

Thus, the board’s unanimous endorse- 
ment of fluoridation is highly significant. 

The Chamber directors considered evi- 
dence presented by the organization’s 
health committee, which has had fluori- 
ation under study since 1951. 

The health committee has recognized 
the nation’s professional and _ scientific 
groups as responsible. It noted that “ev- 
ery single health body” in the nation and 
in Georgia has endorsed fluoridation as 
effective and safe. 

We can hope and reasonably expect 
the Atlanta Chamber’s official approval 
to influence the City of Atlanta toward 
favorable action on fluoridation. 

Incidentally, the State Supreme Court 
in Washington has rejected the claim of 
Dr. F. B. Exner to a $1,000 offer from 
the Chehalis (Wash.) Fluoridation League 
to anyone who proved fluorides in con- 
trolled amounts “have caused ill effects 
On anyone, anywhere.” 

Dr. Exner had appealed after a Su- 
perior Court rejected his suit to collect the 
$1,000. The Supreme Court said, “Our re- 
view of the record convinces us that the 
evidence does not preponderate in favor 
of ‘the appellant.”

For Christian Life

except theology. Of course, he was exaggerat-

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ing in order to make his point. Theology is not taboo in our churches, 
but often it does seem to be ignored. Does the word “theology” 
frighten you? It does mightily disturb some people. 


The reason may be that theol- 
ogy suggests to them all kinds of 
religious disputes and arguments. 
They may feel that it is theology 
viich has divided Christendom 
into factions and so made many 
those who should be one in Christ. 
And they may blame theology for 
all of the religious wars of old. In 
part these persons would be right, 
but only in part. 

Furthermore, some people think 
of theology as being profound dis- 
cussions which cannot be readily 
comprehended, and of big words 
which cannot be easily pro- 
nounced and are less easily under- 
stood. 


Maybe such reasons explain 
why theology is taboo in many 
of our churches. Only recently a 
man said to me that the impor. 
tant thing for our churches to em- 
phasize is Christian living, not 
theology. Is he right? Let us think 
about his comment for a moment 
or two. 

What is theology? Theology con- 
cerns our knowledge of God. That 
is the whole content of theology 
when reduced to its simplest 
terms. Is it important that we 
know about God? Of course it is 
and we'd all agree about this. To 
say that the church is no place 
in which to consider our knowl- 
edge of God would be like saying

that the home is no place to love, 
or a store no place to buy, 6r 
a fish bowl no place to keep fisb. 

To know God is the one im- 
portant reason for keeping opr 
churches open. The sole purpose 
of Christ’s life and ministry was 
to let people learn of God, 
make God real, to reconcile. sin- 
ful men to an all4oving God. Only 
as we know God can we really 
live strong, genuine and worthy 
Christian lives. Why do I say 
this? For this principal reason; 
Without a fundamentally sound 
grasp of God’s way and we 
should not be able to say that 
Christian living is any different 
from non-Christian living. 

Do you see why theology is so 
important? Without a knowledge 
of God, which means primarily 
a study and interpretation of di- 
vine revelation, our Christian liv- 
ing is without a proper motiva- 
tion, a worthy incentive, the right 
stimulus or a needed compulsion. 
From theology comes our belief 
and what we believe pretty much 
determines how we behave. If 
we are to have a radiant and 
productive Christian life it will 
be because we have a strong grip 
on vital religious beliefs. Beliefs 
i the principles by which men 
lve .

developed the pliers, with which the tag may be 
quickly and easily clamped in the gill plate of a 
fish. Jack showed me one of his tags. Printed 


on one side were the words: Released for your 
enjoyment by Jack Hogg, Atlanta, Ga. 


On the other side is stamped this message: A 
sportsman caught this fish and then released it 
to help improve fishing. 
where and how you caught it, and its size. Also 
give the initials, or name and number on the 
other side, or send in tag. You will get the story 
of this fish and of fish tagging. Fish for fun— 
not for meat. It is signed by the association. 


I manage to fool a few fish every year, but 
not as many as I would like to catch. Even so, 
I return many of them to the water. Some are 
too small to keep. Others are turned back simply 
because I’ve got enough on my stringer, and 
Miss Kayte balks at having to clean too many 
at one time. You can’t build a fire under a balky

woman like you can a balky. mule. I don’t be- 
lieve I could get any greater pleasure out of 
fishing than to hear of some fellow catching a 
bass or trout with my tag stuck on its gill plate. 

Furthermore, I'll get some inkling about the 
tourist habits of my fish—how far he has trav- 
eled since I tagged him and how long he was 
en route. I'll know, too, how much length he has 
added and weight he has put on between my 
hook and the other fellow’s. And if the next 
fisherman sees that I turned him back, maybe 


he will too. 


Fish tagging is more than a century old. 
Scientists and biologists have used the idea suc- 
cessfully to study the habits of the various 
species, to get more information on their growth 
and migration habits. Much of this information 
helps to form the basis of our fish culture and 
management. This is the first time it has been 
taken up by sportsmen as a hobby and as a part 


of the pleasure of fishing. 


Many thousands of re-caught fish have been 
reported to the association, and out of this, they 
have come up with some interesting data. One 
bit of news is that usually when an angler takes 
a tagged fish, he simply gets the name. and 
number and releases it again, or puts his own 
tag on the other gill plate. One rainbow trout, 
in Cold River up in New Hampshire, has been 
recaptured five times, and the story is that 
“these people up here in New England apparent- 
ly had a whale of a fall season on that one fish.” 


Many fish are re-caught within a day or week 
after they are tagged, but one carried his metal 
plate two years and seven days before he was 
hooked again just a quarter of a mile upstream 
from where he was taken originally. 

I warn you. If you catch one with my tag in 
its gill, you’d better not try to eat him. He was 
probably a very sick fish or I wouldn’t have 


snagged him in the first place.

Psychological Testing 
Workshop Is Held Here 


By ELIZABETH MORGAN 
To help Georgia’s rapidly expanding educational 
services for exceptional children, the State Depart- 
ment of Education is sponsoring a two-day confer- 
ence in psychological testing. 


Dr. William M. Cruickshank, 
director of education for excep- 
tional children at Syracuse Uni- 
versity, and Dr. Harry V. Bice, 
consulting psychologist in New 


Jersey's Bureau of Crippled 
Children, are directing the 
workshop. 


The conference is designed to 
increase coordination between 
psychologists and educators 
who want to offer all excep- 


tional children individual atten- 
tion within the school system. 


DEFINITION 
Dr. Cruickshank defined an 
exceptional child this way: 


“Any youngster who deviates in 
any. way (physically, intellec- 
-tually, emotionally) from what 
is considered to be the normal 
child.” He added that 10,000.- 
000 children in the nation today 
are called exceptional. This 
number represents 12-16 per 
cent of the child population. 

Dr. Cruickshank said that in- 
terest in and programs for ex- 
ceptional children have surged 
tremendously since World War 
Il... he commended Georgia's 
services—directed by Dr. Ma- 
mie Jones—for these young- 
sters. 


RAPID GROWTH 


To the state’s 100 school su- 
perintendents, special  class- 
room teachers, psychologists, 
and. administrators, he spoke 
frankly: “The whole area 
which works with exceptional 
children has grown so rapidly 
in the last 15 years that no single 
field has had time to catch 
up.” 

A shortage of personnel and 
funds, of course, has held back 
progress, but school systems 
now are inni to bring 
this phase of educational serv- 
ice into balance with the whole 
educational program. For ex- 
ampie, the State Board of Edu- 
catien recently allotted $15.- 
000 for school systems to begin 
adequate psy ical testing. 


comniete evaluation of an ex- 
cepticnal youngster, without a 
thorough understanding of all 
the components that make him 
function, a teacher cannot be 
expected to meet his individual 
needs.” 

And Dr. Bice added, *“‘When 
I am working with an excep- 
tional child, I have one basic 
question: What is this child’s 
capacity . what does he 
have to work with? We are not 
interested in his IQ alone, but 
how he uses what intelligence 
he has.” 

In psychological testing, he 
concluded, the problem for 


psychologists and educators is 
to fina what action may help 
teachers and parents help the 
exceptional child.
